went about whispering to each other in tremulous accents, 
“ Winter in very deed is here,” 

It is the misfortune of such as dwell in the United 
Kingdom that every irruption of thorough wintry weather 
upon them finds them unprepared, Itis questionable, indeed, 
whether the inhabitants of much more northernly countries 
in which long and severe winters are the rule of the climate, 
suffer so much inconvenience from cold as we do in our lower 
latitude. They take systematic precautions against the 
serious annoyances and hardships which otherwise it would 
inflict upon them—build and warm their houses, plan their 
occupations, organise their municipal and local govern- 
ments, with a distinct reference to their inevitable 
lot. We, on the contrary, although not beyond reach 
of Arctic rigours, are called to endure them so occasionally 
that we ordinarily neglect to fortify ourselves against what 
appear to us to be but chance invasions, Our houses are con- 
structed, for the most part, in the flimsiest manner, and with- 
out so much as a passing thought of their adaptation to the 
possible demands of an exceptionally severe season, Oar 
water supply is so distributed that a single night of intense 
frost locks it up like a forbidden treasure, and the 
first succeeding thaw floods our passages and chambers 
with it. We have abundance of fuel, but three parts out 
of four of the heat we extract from it we send by the directest 
possible route to the outer atmosphere, where it can do no 
manner of good. In short, our domiciliary arrangements afte 
such that we cannot keep out frost nor keep in warmth. 
Us, therefore, an unusually hard winter overtakes as a 
calamity. We are as helpless before it as if it were a vast 
conflagration. What to other peoples is a not intolerable 
alternation of the seasons, is to us in the nature of a disas- 
trous accident, involving everyone, more or less, in temporary 
discomfort and loss, 

But there are some evils inseparable from any long con- 
tinuance of wintry weather in this country which no provision 
would enable us to obviate. Our commerce is so ubiquitous, 
its movements are so intricate and inter-dependent, and its 
mechanism so easily deranged by unforeseen causes, that a 
heavy downfall of snow, or a few extra degrees of frost for a 
fortnight, may be reckoned as nearly equivalent to a bad 
harvest. By putting a drag upon locomotion extreme cold 
necessarily slackens the activities of business, whilst it 
increases at the same time the expenses of it in proportion 
to the additional power required for the removal of 
obstructions. If it were practicable to calculate with 
approximate accuracy the loss sustained by the whole 
kingdom in consequence of the recent snowstorms only, we 
have reason to believe that the sum total would present a 
frightful array of figures, It has been well remarked that 
the higher our civilisation the more exposed it becomes to 
paralysis from unanticipated shocks. Its exquisite delicacy 
of organisation renders it highly sensitive, and winters which 
our forefathers might have treated as rough sport, in the 
altered circumstances of modern times assume the form of 
national misfortunes. 

As yet, however, we have taken no account of the poor, 
whose sufferings during such a season announce themselves 
with a voice far too piercing to admit of their being for- 
gotten. Perhaps, indeed, there are few amongst us whose 
first thought in a bitter morning, and whose last in a keen 
cold night, is not full of shuddering pity for the poor. How 
they live through a long and rigorous winter is a mystery. Stern 
necessity, no doubt, suggests to them some expedients of allevi- 
ation which would never occur to the mindsof people unfamiliar 
with destitution, Nevertheless, they must needs do hard battle 
with the ever-present foe. For, here again, the exceptional 
nature of the evil prevents anything like due preparation for 
it. Cold weather, like death, always catches them unawares. 
Some, indeed, could not, if they would, make provision against 
a future contingency ; but it is not less incontestable that 
many who can do so choose to run the chance of terrible 
suffering ratber than annihilate that chance by a voluntary 
restraint upon immediate self-indulgence, While, however, 
we lament and blame this indefensible improvidence, we shall 
do well to bear in mind that it is not by any means peculiar to 
the poor. A monetary panic lays bare among the well-to-do 
classes much the same tendency to draw upon the future for 
increased means of present enjoyment, as a severe wintry 
season discloses in the lower social stratum. Assuredly, two 
wrongs cannot make one right; but the faults to which the 
more comfortable class is prone should incline it to charity 
when the like faults in the less favoured class come up for 
judgment, We cannot wisely make light of the offence, but 
we may commiserate the offender. Nor, perhaps, upon 
reflection, can we well fail to feel the force of that example 
which our great dramatist commends to imitation— 

Why, all the lives that are were forfeit once, 
And he who might the ‘vantage best have took, 
Found out the remedy. 

No doubt the severest weather has its compensations for 
those who can bear it—some immediate, some more remote, 
It gives tone to the nervous system—it purifies the atmo- 
sphere—it enriches the soil—it keeps down what might other- 
wise be an excess of insect life. Like all other agencies in 
ihe economy of nature, it has its appropriate functions the

discharge of which operates adva‘itageously in that general 
system of things in conne, tion with which we live. Moreover, 
it teaches us some useful moral lessons—for who can have wit- 
nessed the exhibition of silent but irresistible forces which the 
present winter has forced upon his notice without being 
struck with the limited reach of our boasted civilisation 
and with the powerlessness and dependence of man in presence 
of the Universal Ruler? How puny, after all, is human 
mig>t! How easily baffled the highest human wisdom! 
And how mercifully, when a sense of helplessness 
paralyses human energy, the strong grasp, from which no 
mortal strength will avail to deliver, relaxes of itself! A 
south wind blows, and the rigours of winter disappear like a 
tronblous dream. Once more we find ourselves under the 
dominion of gentleness. Let us mingle gratitude with 
gladness ! 








FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


FRANCE, 
THE letter of our Paris correspondent had not reached us at the time 
of going to press with our early edition. 

Rumours of impending changes in the Government organisation 
were rife in Paris last week, and these were confirmed on Sunday by 
the appearance in the Moniteur of the following letter from the 
Emperor to the Minister of State :— 


Palace of the Tuileries, Jan. 19, 1867. 

Monsieur le Ministre,—For some years past the question has been asked 
whether our institutions have attained their limit of improvement, or 
whether new improvements are to be realised. Hence a regretable incerti- 
tude, which it is important to remove. 

Up to the present you have had to strive courageously in order to repel in- 
opportune demands, and to leave with me the initiative of useful reforms when 
the time should arrive. And now I believe that it is possible to give to the 
institutions of the empire all the development of which they are capable, ani 
to the public liberties a new extension, without compromising the power 
which the nation has intrusted to me. 

The plan which I have traced out to myself consists in correcting the im- 
perfections which time has revealed, and in admitting that progress which 
is compatible with our habits; for to govern is to profit by the experience 
which has been acquired and to foresee the wants of the future. 

The decree of Nov. 24, 1860, had for object to associate the Senate and the 
Corps Législatif more directly with the policy of the Government; bat the 
debate on the address has not led to the results which were to be expected from 
it. It has sometimes uselessly excited public opinion, given rise to sterile dis- 
cussions, and occasioned a loss of time most precious for the affairs of the 
country ; and I believe that, without any diminution of the prerogatives of 
the deliberative powers, the address may be replaced by the privilege, 
prudently regulated, of putting questions to the Government. 

Another modification has appeared to me necessary in the relations of the 
Government towards the great bodies of the State. I have considered that, 
by sending the Ministers to the Senate and the Corps Législatif to take part 
in certain debates, by virtue of a special commission, [ should better utilise 
the strength of the Government, without deviating from the terms of the 
Constitution, which admits no solidarity among the Ministers, and makes 
them dependent only upon the chief of the Sta te. 

But the reforms which it is fitting to adopt must not stopthere. A law 
will be proposed for assigning the jurisdiction over offences against the press 
law exclusively to the correctional tribunals, and thus suppress the dis- 
cretionary power of the Government. It is equally necesrvary to regulate 
legislatively the right of assembly, whilst restraining it within the limits 
which public safety demands. 

I eaid, last year, that my Government wished to walk upon a ground con- 
solidated and capable of sustaining power and liberty. By the measures I 
have just pointed out my words become realised. I do not shake the ground 
which fifteen years of calm and prosperity have consolidated ; bat I increase 
the strength by rendering my relations with the great public powers more 
intimate, by securing to the citizens by law fresh guarantees, by completing 
the crowning of the edifice erected by the national will. 

On this, Monsieur le Ministre, I pray God to have you in His holy keeping. 

NAPOLEON. 


This letter was foliowed by a decree for the pu rpose of carrying 
into execution the reforms indicated :— 


Napoleon, by the grace of God and the national will, Emperor of the 
French, to all present and to come, greeting,— Wishing to give to the discus- 
sions of the great bodies of the State relative to the home and foreign policy 
of the Government more utility and precision, we have decreed, aad decree, 
what follows :— 

Art. 1. The members of the Senate and of the Corps Législatif may put 
questions to the Government. 

2. Every demand for addressing questions to the Government must be 
written or signed by five members, at least. This demand will briefly 
explain the object of the questions, and will be handed to the President, who 
will communicate it to the Minister of State and refer it to the committees 
for examination. 

3. If two committees of the Senate, or four committees of the Corps 
— apy deliver the opinion that the questions may be pat, the Chamber 
will fix a day for their discussion. 

4. Upon the close of the debate, the Chamber will either simply declare the 
order of the day or refer the questions to the Government. 

5. The simple order of the day will always have priority. 

6. The reference to the Government can only be made in the following 
terms :—“The Senate (or the Corps Législatif) calls the attention of the 
Government to the object of the questions.” In this case a summary of the 
debate will be transmitted to the Minister of State. 

7. Any of the Ministers may, if specially delegated by the Emperor, be 
charged, in concert with the Minister of State and the presidents ani mem- 
‘ers of the Council of State, to represent the Government in the Senate or 
Corps Législatif or | debates on general questions or bills. 

8. Articles 1 and 2 of our decree of Nov. 24, 1860, providing that the Senate 
and Corps Législatif shall every year at the opening of the Session vote an 
address in reply to our speech, are hereby repealed.

ment of the liberties of the country. 


ITALY. 

From the statement made on Thursday week by the Minister of 
Finance to the Chamber of Deputies, it appears that, after effecting 
sundiy retrenchments, which he enumerated, the deficit for the year 
1867 will still amount to £4,000,000. Signor Scialoja expects that 
in the course of some years, the gradual increase of the revenue and 
diminution of expenditure will destroy the deficit. Meanwhile, as a 
loan would be impossible under present circumstances, the Govern- 
ment must have recourse to the ecclesiastical property. It is pro- 
posed to impose a tax of £24,000,000 upon Church property, and 
with it to meet the annual deficits until income and expenditure 
shall be balanced.

THE FLOATING DOCK AT CALLAO. 


TRE singular construction of the new iron floating dcck in the 
Peruvian port of Callao, on the Pacific coast of South America, was 
noticed and illustrated in this Journal a few months ago, when the 
dock was launched, On a later occasion, in giving an illustration of 
the floating dock made also by Messrs. dolph and Elder, of 
Glasgow, on a similar principle, for the French naval establishment 
at Saigon, in Cochin-China, some further particulars were added. 
The Callao dock is designed chiefty for the accommodation of the 
mercantile marine ; and we are informed by Captain John Vine Hall 
that it answers its purpose admirably, having received several 
vessels for repairs, with the greatest facility, As the only means 
of docking a ship on that coast, it is likely to be of immense 
utility to the large amount of British shipping employed in the 
Pacific Ocean, The English Pacific Steam Navigation Company, and 
the Panama, New Zealand, and Australian Royal Mail Company, 
will find the advantage of such a provision. The importance of this 
floating dock, by-the-by, is curiously exemplified by the case of an 
enemy's ship, the —_ frigate ucion, which, being disabled 
by the fire of the Peruvian fcrts, in the late war, could find no 
place to repair her damage on the hostile shores of Pera and Chili, 
and had a very narrow escape from destruction before she was 
rescued b S. Spiteful, near the Falkland Isles, which must be 
fresh in the memory of our readers, The Peruvians, on the other 
hand, were not only able to repel the attack of the Spanish squadron 
at Callao, but have since been able to avail themselves of the 
floating dock at Callao for the repair of one or two of their 
own ships of war, the iron-clad Independencia and another.

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“Tue hour of attack approaches.” We have but a few days 
now between us and the opening of a Session which must be 
an exciting one, The combatants are rapidly gathering. 
The Cabinet, if it has a secret, has kept it very well indeed, 
and it is only its enemies that affect to be well-informed as to 
its intentions, The moderate Opposition has declared its 
policy through Mr. Brand, and its aims are fairly stated, 
whether the heat of the struggle may permit them to be 
carried out or not, And the extreme party has also made its 
intentions known, and we are authoritatively informed that 
a procession of a “military character” is to pour down upon 
the House of Commons on the 11th, for what purpose we are 
unaware, but the leaders may have occasion to explain under 
pressure which perhaps does not at present occur to them. 

This introduction of an attempt at intimidation into the 
programme of the outside Reformers appears to us to be 
doubly unwise. It must have been dictated by utter ignorance 
of the characters and feelings of English gentlemen. It must 
have arisen in the vulgar minds of men who take bigness for 
greatness and see something appalling in mere numbers. We 
sincerely believe that the arrangers of these demonstrations 
do think that the addition of a cipher to the figures denoting 
a crowd gives that crowd ten times as much right to be 
listened to as before the addition. It is a pity that such a 
superstition should prevail. It will certainly not receive any 
confirmation at the hands of the Commons of England, They will 
judge any question connected with Reform uponitsown abstract 
merits, and not with reference to the number of signatures 
which may have been compiled initsfavour, Seriously,we should 
be loth to suppose that the artisan class in England thinks 
so ill of the legislative class as to believe that a single clause 
of any measure in the world will be conceded to the tyranny 
of numbers. Yet, if this be not their faith, why another day 
of interrupted business and monster processions? The Com- 
mons know well that many hundreds of thousands of persons 
desire the franchise, and the fact will not be made in the 
least more clear because the Commons are mobbed at West- 
minster. But Parliament also knows that it has to think, not 
only for those who desire changes, but for all the other classes 
in the State; and the worst argument which the agitators 
can advance is the plea that, because there are so many on 
one side, and comparatively so few on the other, the majority 
is to be abjectly obeyed. 

We have no fear lest the House of Commons should be 
frightened. It is not its way to be frightened, whether 
menaced by an unscrupulous King, or by a madman's Pro- 
testant mob, or by any other gathering. But it may be worth 
the while of those who get up these demonstrations to con- 
sider whether they are not running the risk of damaging 
fatally many of the hopes which they affect to indulge in. It 
is very likely that the one procession to which quiet people are 
now looking forward with discontent will go off with order, 
unless the inevitable roughs should take advantage of the 
day. We are certain that none of the respectable artisans who 
may turn out on that day desire anything but peace and order. 
The affair will be very inconvenient ; but it will produce no 
effect upon the House of Commons, except, perhaps, that it 
will call up some expressions of dissatisfaction at the new 
element which the agitators seek to introduce into states- 
manship. But such things must have theirlimits, To judge 
by the present tone of the League, it has an idea of being a 
sort of vigilance committee, of a peripatetic character, with 
a mission to keep the House of Commons in the right groove. 
Never did agitators make a more fatal mistake. Such a 
course, if pursued, will tend to consolidate all the enemies of 
the extension of suffrage, who are bitter and resolute enough 
already, and will throw back the claims of the respectable 
artisan for many Sessions. We really hope that the silly 
persons at the head of the demonstrations will think of 
something more than the joy and glory of galloping about 
with ensigns and symbols, and of being cheered as if they 
were somebodies, The Commons are asked to deliberate upon 
a great Constitutional change, and one which has taxed the 
best brains of our best statesmen for ten years, The Commons 
are certainly not going to discuss this change otherwise than 
calmly, slowly, and conscientiously ; and the glitter of absurd 
flags and the speeches of exceptionally foolish men will have 
no result upon those deliberations, unless the impertinence 
should be carried too far. If this is done, it is quite com- 
petent to the House of Commons to decline the debate alto- 
gether ; and, much as the nation desires to see the question 
fairly settled, it would be with the hearty approbation of the 
people that any persistent attempt at unconstitutional usages 
would be met by the previous question. We cannot suppose 
that such men as those who head these movements know 
much of the Parliamentary history of England, or we would 
ask them to try and point out a single instance in which 
the noble Commons have allowed themselves to be coerced by 
intimidation, 

Of course, when a certain class of man has a chance of 
getting upon a horse and riding majestically along the 
streets at the head of a crowd, we should be as foolish 
as he is to think that argument would induce him to forego 
so splendid an opportunity of distinguishing himself. But 
we rather incline to appeal to the artisans themselves, 
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who are called out to swell the triumph of these silly folk, 
whether the turning out is not a mistake. We repeat that the 
House of Commons knows all that it can possibly know about 
the wishes of other classes, Moreover, the majority of the 
House—indeed, all the best men in it—are pledged to carry a 
Reform Bil) which shall admit a due proportion of the best 
class of artisan to the suffrage. We all desire it, and we 
shall see with great pleasure that class aiding the others ‘in 
the improvement of our institutions. But does the working 
man recommend himself or his cause to the favourable con- 
sideration of the thoughtful by coming down to Westminster 
in his thousands, attended by half the scoundrelism in 
London. Does he bring the roughs with him in order 
to show that they too have a claim to the franchise, 
and that, when he has obtained his own, he intends 
to work for theirs? That is the trap into which he has 
been led by the foolish persons who now play with him. We 
are convinced that such is not his intention; but he will not 
be allowed to disclaim it, lest the twopenny triumph of the 
Potters and Bealeses should be shorn of some of its glories. 
If, however, the real working man, who knows as well as we 
can tell him that we are only too anxious to give him the 
franchise he desires, and that we shall rejoice to att with him 
in the interest of our common country, will show a little of 
the good sense which we believe him to possess, he will look 
at these vulgar and foolish demonstrations in the right light, 
and will leave the agitators to their unaccustomed and un- 
comfortable mountebankism while he goes to work for his 
wife and children.

There has been an outbreak of cholera in some colliery vil- 
lages near Durham. At Coxhoe twenty-three persons were attacked by the 
disease last Saturday. One of the causes assigned for this outbreak is the 
impurity of the water. 


A curling-match between Manchester and Liverpool came 
off on Saturday on the pond of the Manchester club, according to the terms of 
the challenge received by the Liverpool from the Manchester club on the 
17th.

The borough members 
have promised to encourage the proposed school. 


At a ball at Thurmaston, near Leicester, on Wednesday 
week, the dress of one of the ladies caught fire through being brought inte 
contact with the grate. Becoming terrified, she rushed about the room aad 
ignited the dresses of three other ladies, which were speedily in a blaze. Mr. 
Jacques, house surgeon of the Leicester Infirmary, who happened to be one 
of the party, aided by others, extinguished the flames as quickly as possible, 
but not before the ladies had been severely burnt. 


The revenue of the River Tyne Commissioners in 1866 
exceeded by £6000 that of 1865. Last year the Commissioners dredged five 
millions tons and a half of sand and rubbish out of the river, being a million 
tons more than in 1865, and a million tons and a half more than 1864. The 
largest ships may now enter Shields harbour in safety, and not only has the 
river shown a great increase in the number of vessels that have arrived in 
it, but the Tyne dock exhibited a great improvement in its imports and 
exports in 1866, 


The Great Eastern was, on Saturday last, gridironed on 
the beach a little above the new ferry, on the Cheshire side of the Mersey. 
The task, which was one of great magnitude and responsibility, was com- 
pleted without the slightest hitch taking place. It was superintended by 
Captain Sir James Anderson, Mr. Brereton, C.E., of London, successor to the 
late Mr. Brunel, and Mr. Yocking. An examination of the ship's bottom 
shows that she is remarkably clean. Now that she is safe on the gridiron, 
the work of cleaning, painting, and decorating her will be proceeded with. 


Mr. Forster, M.P., and Lord F, Cavendish, M.P., attended 
the annual meeting of the Bradford Chamber of Commerce, on Monday, and 
ke at considerable length upon commercial topics. Both gentiemen

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THE DISASTER ON THE ICE IN REGENT'S PARK. 


In our last publication we gave an account of the dreadful accident 
in Regent's Park on Tuesday week, when the ice of the lake or 
ornamental water, on which several hundred persons were skating 
or sliding, broke down so suddenly and unexpectedly that a great 
number of them were plunged into the water, by which more than 
forty were unhappily drowned. From a sketch made very soon 
afterwards by an eye-witness of the accident, we have prepared the 
Illustration engraved on the preceding page. The point of view is the 
bank opposite Sussex-terrace, looking across the broad part of the 
lake, with the largest island and the lawn belonging to a private 
house called “The Holme” extending to the left-hand side. 
The scene was most distressing for many minutes after the 
breaking of the ice: a multitude of people, amongst whom 
‘were several women and children, were struggling in the 
water, and trying to save themselves by holding the pieces 
of ice, and most of them screaming in despair. Of those 
on shore, a few were able to give prompt assistance to the nearest 
sufferers and help them to scramble to land; but many were struck 
with horror and could do nothing but utter cries of lamentation. 
‘The icemen of the Royal Humane Society and the park-keepers, 
aided by some of the spectators, lost not a moment in bringing all 
their ropes, poles, ladders, and boats to the place, and endeavouring 
to rescue those who still remained above water, as is shown in our 
Engraving. Several remarkable incidents in the escape of those 
more fortunate persons were related last week. The total number 
of those who sank to rise no more proves considerably greater than 
was at first supposed, forty dead bodies having been recovered up to 
Saturday evening, when the adjourned inquest was resumed by 
Lankester, the Coroner, at the Marylebone Workhouse. The names 
of thirty-three of the victims were given in our last week’s paper. 
The following were identified subsequently to the opening of the 
inquest on Wednesday week :—

After the identification of these bodies at Marylebone Workhouse, 
on Saturday evening, some conversation took place, and the Coroner 
adjourned the inquest to Monday morning at the Marylebone Court- 
house ; he took that opportunity to speak with high approval of the 


conduct of Mr. and Mrs. Douglas, the master and matron, and of the 
medical officers of the workhouse, in attending so promptly and 
diligently, as they bad done, to the relief of the persons taken alive 
out of the water, most of whom were in a very exhausted condit 





tion. 
The vestry of Marylebone parish has passed a resolution to the same 
effect ; and the President of the Poor-Law Board has written a letter 
to Mr. and Mrs. Douglas, commending their behaviour on this 
occasion. 

At the second adjournment of the inquest, on Monday, Mr. George 
Rusrell, assistant secretary to her Majesty’s Commissioners of 
Works, to whom the management of Regent’s Park belongs, came 
forward to say that the First Commissioner, Lord John Manners, 
‘would render all the assistance he could to this investigation as soon 
as he returned to town. The first witness examined was Mr. 
Lawrence Barnett Phillips, of 25, Hunter-street, Brunswick-square. 
He said he was on the ice at the time of the accident. His attention 
had been drawn to the condition of the ice previous to the breaking 
up, and he considered it to be in a very bad At the 


north-west corner the ice was clear, but starred; but on proceeding

selated pavement. his was immediately facing Harover-terrace. 
The ice had been broken in pieces, and those pieces had then frozen 
together, but between the cracks the water had oozed through to the 


surface. Near the longer island the water came up in sudden spurts 
and rose above the surface a few inches. Towards the Albert Gate 
all communication between the ice and the shore was cut off. The 
spurting up of the water led him to conclude that the ice was not 
resting on the water. He did not see anybody breaking away the 
ice, but he was sure the process of breaking was going on while 


he was on the ice. It was broken away for some distance 
when he first went on; still there were some places 
where the people could go on and off. He afterwards noticed 
that there were numbers of persons trying to get ashore on the 
opposite side. He tried to get to the Baker-street corner by 
way of the large island, but found that that was also cut off from 
communication with the shore, so that the narrow or southern 
channel was completely cut off from the island. When some dis- 
tance from the island, he noticed there were numbers of persons 
trying to get ashore by means of a ladder. He then saw a few fall 
into the water, when immediately a panic seized those who were trying 
to get off, and 7 skated back towards the centre of the ica, 
but as they did so they fell, and the whole surface suddenly gave 
‘way, so that all of them went into the water. He himself fell 
into the water. He was midway between the islands, and 
im a position to see the whole of the accident. Within two 
or three minutes of the break-up he saw a Humane Society 
man persuading the people to go off the ice. Witness then 
deecribed the manner in which he finally gained the land, 
and said he had no idea how long he had been in the water. On 
getting on shore, he saw the Humane Society men put a board ont 
and rescue a gentleman and his two children. He had thought all 
the time that the ice was dangerous ; but no notice was posted up to 
announce the fact to the public. In answer to a juror, witness said 
he was of opinion that the scrambling at the ladder, which had been 
laced to enable tue people to cross on to the land, and the rush 
k to the centre of the ice, were the immediate cause of the 
accident. 

Mr, William Edward Hardwicke, of 70, Mornington-road, said 
he was on the ice. He saw two gangs of men breaking up the ice 
all round the island, which he thonght dangerous, He was warned 
of the danger, about two o'clock, by a Humane Society's man, who 
told the people not to stand >>. or they would all go down in 
@ lump; in answer to which, Mr. Davis, who lived with witness's 
father, replied that “if they did go down they would only go to the 
bottom.” Mr. Davis (a medical student) was one of those drowned, 

Mr. Caleb Whiteford, another medical student, and Mr. Alexander 
Nesbit Shaw, of York-place, Portman-square, and Mr. C. E, 
‘Thomas, of Tower-hill, ge the dangerous condition of the ice. 
Mr. John Spencer, builder, of Stock Orchard-terrace, Holloway, 
stated, on the other hand, that he thought the ice was safe until the 
men broke it up. About two o’clock there were two gangs of men 
employed in breaking up the ice at the edge of the islands. The 
opening between the long island and the shore was about three or 
four yards wide, and there was no means of crossing it except by a 
ladder which had been laid down. He saw a man witha cork jac 
sitting in one of the basket-boats, and jumping it up and down till 
he broke the ice completely across from one island to the other. 
Several — spoke to him about it, and then he took an axe out 
and cut the ice. Witness asked him what he was doing that for. He 
said, “I am doing it to let some of you in.” The man did not cut 
the ice right across, he only made one hole, but the water rushed up

Alfred Ward, the iceman complained of by the last witness, was 
next called. He was employed . the Humane Society, whose rules 
he produced, He went on to say, in answer to questions from the 
Coroner—I broke the ice with my axe because I noticed unmistak- 
able signs of the ice breaking near the small island. I had orders 
to keep my boat so that I could watch from the island. Wherever 
I placed my boat the water came up. I cautioned people off, but they 
would not go. I thought if I made a water mark right across the ice 
by letting my boat press upon it it would caution people off, and not 
hurt the ice, A gentleman came up to me and spoke in a rude 
manner, and I told him that if he Nid not like what I was doing 
he had better get off and make one the less, for I said the ice was 
not safe for anybody. I got uneasy about one o'clock, and 
cautioned the people off. I said, “For God’s sake get off, or 
there will be a great calamity,” and I told the superintendent about 
it. On being asked what led him to see the danger, witness said it 
was the fast accumulation of the people on the ice, which was only 
about 2in. thick. He was of opinion that the sun had a great 
effect upon the ice ; and, again, the playing of the game of hockey, 
and the skaters jumping, caused a great strain on the ice. The 
cutting of the edges of the ice was an invariable practice. He could 
not say whether the ice was weakened thereby. He asked his super- 
intendent for God's sake to get the people off the ice, as something 
would happen. An accident had al y occurred to three girls on 
the same day ; and he then kept his boat in the broad water to pre- 
vent the people from skating towards that part of the lake where 
the danger was the greatest. He told the people to go ashore, for 
he felt it worse every moment. Some went off, and others made all 
manner of remarks and laughed at him, saying, “ Who put you in 
your clothes?" He returned to his boat, and just as he did they all 
went in. The ice appeared to give one simultaneous heave and 
immediately after drop, and let them all in. He described the efforts 
to rescue them, but he thonght most of those drowned must have 
gone down instantaneously and never risen again. 

Mr. Young, secretary to the Royal Humane Society, said they had ten 
men and a boy in the park at the time of the accident; one tent, with 
a bath, and the usual appliances, six long ropes, two wicker ice-boats, 
one pole sledge, three breaker ladders, six common ladders, three fold- 
ing ladders, which would cover 48 ft.; eight drags, two boat-hooks, two 
ice-axes, and eight caution boards. The public tore down the boards 
and throw them on the ice, when they were placed on the margin, 
and they had therefore placed them at the gates. They had also 
ten cork belts and ten hand lines. There were two surgoons in the 
park. The ladders being broken was acommon thing. It was done 
by the public, and when the police were applied to for assistance the 
answer was “ No; we are not allowed to go on the ice.” It was part 
of his (Mr. Young’s) duty to be in Regent’s Park on Tuesday week. 
He was there from half-past eleven to a quarter toone. He had to 
go round to all the parks to see that the men were onduty. He 
entered at the Clarence-gate and came round to the end of ths 
south or small island, and noticed that the ice was in an uan- 
safe state, and that it was not wise for the people to go on 
it. He came back round the long island, and cautioned every- 
body to go off, and he told his own men to get the people 
off the ice ; but it was quite useless, for the people would not quit 
the ice. There was no law to prevent the people from getting on 
the ice, On Thursday, after the deputation to the Home Office, he 
asked Mr. Walpole to give him the assistance of 200 meu at six 
o’clock in the morning, but Mr. Walpole declined doing so; indeed, 
he could not do it, he had no power. Mr. Young distinctly told Mr. 
Walpole that the society apprehended another accident. Immedi- 
ately after the accident they sent all the men they could spare to 
Regent's Park, to assist in getting the bodies out. The Humane 
Society’s men did all they could ; he was quite satisfied with their 
work, and surprised at what they did. Three of the men were ver 
ill after their exertions, but none died. The society had no pecuni- 
ary interest in rescuing. On being asked what he would advise 
to be done in order to prevent future accidents, Mr. —L ee 
said he would recommend that the depth of the water shoul 
be reduced to about four or five feet, not less, because in 
water of a lower depth the boats would not be so easil 
navigated, and in shallow waters weeds were usually formed. 
Again, there might be found a very simple but efficacious 
remedy, if Government would but adopt it—namely, to make it 
punishable for people to go on the ice when it had been pronounced 
dangerous, as was done in Paris. He was not aware what course 
was taken in New York; but in Canada they had adopted the 

rinciple of making their skating-grounds with shallow water. 
3esides this, he had himself suggested to Mr. Walpole the closing of 
the gates of al! the parks at five o'clock in the evening. Soms 
qualified officer should be empowered to order the people off the ice 
when dangerous; and, if they did not go away, they should then be 
forcibly removed. On being asked whether he thought the ice ad- 
hering to the land would be stronger than when broken away, he 
said, certainly. He had nothing to do with the breaking of the 
edges of the ice. The park-keepers had always been in the habit of 
But he thought that the rush of the people was the real 
cause of the accident. 

Charles Edwards, the superintendent of Regent’s Park, said he was 
on the ice on Monday, but not on Tuesday.

Great Portland-street, the in ventor of the patent diving-apparatua, 
who asked and obtained from the Commissioners of Works t eir per- 
mission to perform the exploration with his own machinery and at 
his own expense, The apparatus consists of a floating deck, from 
which the diver goes down, clad in a waterproof dress, with the 
upper part of his body aes ry by a sort of cuirass of metal plates, 
and with a } ome Y glazed in front, covering his head, so that 
he can see through the glass plate; the air he is to breathe 
is supplied _— flexible tubes by the action of a 
pump overhead. e of our Illustrations shows a man thus 
equipped, in the act of descending into the water. There were three 
divers in Regent’s Park on Saturday and Sunday, who each went 
down in turn, remaining below from twelve to twenty-five minutes 
at a time, and in the first instance explored thoroughly that portion 
of the water where the great mass of persons was seen to fall in. 
The result of their investigations showed the care with which this 
spot had been swept by the drags, not a single body being rec »vered 
by the divers. On the other Rand, the minuteness of the search 
made by the divers themselves was proved by their bringing up 
hatchets, hammers, a large wooden mallet, and a piece of iron wire 
dropped out of different boats in the course of the previous day's ice 
b ing. They also found at some distance from each other two 
pairs of skates, perfectly new, and strapped together, suggesting 
that the owners had dropped them in running away. The divers 
were, of course, anxiously questioned as to the state of things below. 
They described the bottom as composed of soft, yielding black mud— 
as, indeed, was plainly to be seen from their boots and clothing whea 
they came to the surface—and into this they sometimes sank to 
their knees, and sometimes deeper. Except where the water was 
v shallow, they could see nothing. 
work of removing the ice as fast as it was broken up to clear 
the water for the oper ations of dragging and diving was performed 
after Saturday morni ng by a num of men hired and paid by 
some of the gentlemen residing in the neighbourhood, headed by 
Mr. G. H. King and Mr. Joplin, who got up a subscription for that 
purpose—Mr. Dou glas, the master of the workhouse, acting as trea- 
surertothefund, About fifty men were thus employed on Saturday, 
nearly 150 on Sunday, and on Monday a hundred. On Wednesday, 
however, the authorities took into own hands the clearin 
away the incumbrances from the surface of the water. Seve 
k-keepers and others in boats were employed in breaking up

longer any occasion to collect funds from the bystanders for this 
purpose. The work was naturally aided by the recent mildness of 
the weather, and the ice soon entirely disappeared. In addition to 
the operations on the lake, a number of men were employed ir exca- 
vating a trench immediately opposite Cornwall-terrace, on the 
south side of the park. is trench, 12ft. long, 6ft. wide, 
and 16ft. deep, will communicate with the private sewer of 
South-villa, joining one of the main sewers in Park-place, 
and by its instrumentality it is proposed to empty the lake, with the 
ultimate intention, no doubt, of making improvements similar to 
those effected in St. James’s Park, Meanwhile Mr. Heinke had not 
slackened his exertions. The divera carefully explored the water 
adjoining the Holme grounds and that part lying north of the small 
island, but did not succeed in recovering anything from the bottom. 
So convinced was one gentleman of the safety of Mr. Heinke’s appa- 
ratus that, having only seen it the day before, he put it on and went 
down experimentally. The fishermen’s nets were used, but without 
bringing up auything more than a number of remarkably fine carp, 
which were immediately restored to the lake. 
There are now but four names on the missing list, seven others 
having returned to their homes. 
Ensign R. E. Scott, of the 20th Middlesex Rifles, who was one of 
those who lost their lives in this accident, was buried with military 
honours on Tuesday afternoon. 








THE WEATHER AND THE PARKS. 

In spite of the terrible accident and the loss of many lives in 
Regent’s Park last week, the lovers of skating and other sports 
on the ice continued to assemble daily in great numbers on the 
Serpentine in Hyde Park and on the Round Pond and Long 
Water in Kensington Gardens, as well as on the ornamental water 
in St. James's Park, and likewise on that in Battersea Park. A scene 
in the last-mentioned place is represented in our Iilustration on 
page 84. On the east side of London there was good and safe 
skating in the flooded marshes of the River Lea, as well as in 
Victoria Park. Evem to Regent’s Park many persons still resorted 
for the purpose of skating on the ice of those portions of the orna- 
mental water which were not disturbed by the accident on Taesday 
week. On EA last the Serpentine was visited by nearly 30,000 
persons, about remaining to skate by torchlight until eight 
o’clock atnight ; while on the ice in Regent's Park there were 6000 
persons in the course of the same day. 

Thé weather on Tuesday evening underwent a singular change. 
Between seven and eight o'clock a slight shower of rain fell, with 
hail and sleet, which seemed to have frozen immediately on reaching 
the ground. e effect was most remarkable, The whole surface 
of the streets and pavement, every object on which the rain had 
fallen, was coated with a sheet of ice of uniform thickness, which 
glistened like a film of glass or varnish. The snow which fell last 
week had almost entirely disappeared in the streets, but in a few 
minutes they were rendered once more impassable; vehicles and 
horses co run, while numerous accidents happened to 
foot passengers on the doorsteps and footpaths. Ia some places, 
particularly where the streets are paved, it was not possible to walk 
without stumbling. This state of things was fortunately not of long 


duration. From the fall of rain it =a a thaw was

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THE DISTRESS IN LONDON. 


ALL accounts tend to show that there is a vast amount of pinching, 
starving poverty in London, more especially at the Hast-End. 
Hitherto the evil has been dealt with as far as possible by various 
local organisations assisted by the gifts of the public. his mode 
of distributing relief has, however, been found to have some mis- 
chievous results, and the formation of « central fund distributing 
relief in a well-considered manner has been urged. 


The Lord Mayor has taken the matter in hand, and on Monday presided at 
a meeting at the Mansion House, convened at the instance of some of the 
City clergy, at which were produced a number of communications in re- 
ference to the prevailing distress, 

The following are some of these:—Mr. Lond, hon. sec. to the Poplar 
Working Men’s Committee for the Relief of the Unemployed, stated that in 
Poplar 16,000 persons are totally destitute and without employment of any 
kind. This, he says, is not owing to, although it is aggravated by, the 
inclemency of the weather, but arises solely from the stoppage in 
the sbipbuilding trade in the port of London. The distress, he adds, 
is likely to continue for three months. At a recent meeting of the Poplar 
board of guardians it was stated that the number of outdoor paupers had 
increased to such an extent that the relieving officers had found it utterly 
impoeeible for them to visit all who had applied for relief. Mr. Jeffries, the 
relieving officer for the south district, had nearly 1000 families on his books, 
each family representing at least five persons. He had been at work night 
and day, and felt quite unequal to the strain. On the previous day he had 
given away 2 tons 5cwt. of bread. The totalnumber of paar relieved out 
of the house that week was 8319, an increase on that of the corresponding 
week of last year of 5453, and the contractor had supplied the union with 
16 tons 3 cwt. of bread in a week, or 9324 loaves. That was in Poplar alone, 
The secretary of the Dock and Wharf Labourers’ Association, High-street, 
Shadwell, writing on Saturday last, thinks he may safely say that 20,000 of 
thore classes are now quite out of employment, and had not earned a shilling 
for the last two months. 

Some conversation followed. Eventually the whole of the gentlemen 
present agreed to form a committee, and resolutions were passed inviting the 
Governor of the Bank of England and others to join it. A subscription was 
begun in the room—Mesers. Barclay, Bevan, and Co., the bankers, heading 
the list with £100. 

The amount receited by the Mansion House Distress Committee at the 
time of our going to press exceeded £5000, 

At the instance of the Bishop of London, the committee of the Metropolitan 
Relief Association, 21, Regent-street, meet daily, at four o’clock,as in the 
time of the cholera visitation, last autumn, for the immediate distribution 
of relief through the clergy and their district visiting societies. The com- 
mittee on Wednesday voted £875 to necessitous parishes. The Bishop says :— 
“The accounts of the distress witnessed by a member of the commitiee who 
had visited the east of London to make inquiries on the spot were appalling. 
The committee will ft. most ready, as in the autumn, to act in concert wi 
any other well-organised associations. Though we employ the agency of the 
clergy, it is a distinct rule that no distinction be made between members of 
different religious bodies.” Besides the gift of £200 to this fand by her 
Majesty, announced in our last Issue, the Bishop has received £25 from the 
Prince of Wales and £25 from the Princess of Wales, for the same purpose. 

Mr. Woolrych, Southwark magistrate, granted 10 gs., on Tuesday, from the 

r-box fund, towards the relief of the distress at Dockhead, Bermondsey. 

r. Woolrych had relieved one handred people the preceding day, and 
regretted that the state of the poor-box would not allow him to do more. P 

On Monday night Marquis Townshend presided at a crowded public 
meeting of the dock, wharf, warehouse, and unskilled labourers at 
Burdett Hall, Limehonse, in furtherance of the objects of the Dock 
Labourers’ Association. The chairman said that there were upwards of 
20,000 dock labourers at present starving, their wages being so small that it 
‘was impossible to exist upon them. The president of the association, Mr. 
Holme, proposed as a remedy that the surplus labour should be dranghted to 
various parts of the country, where there is work to be had. The following 
resolution was passed unanimously :—“ That this meeting, knowing that the 
condition of the dock labourers is deplorable in the extreme, appeals to a 
benevolent public to assist in the speedy adoption of such means for improv- 
ing the condition of these men as would secure to every man a sufficiency of 
the necessaries of life for himself and family in return for his industry and 
exertions,” 

There is great distress at Greenwich and its neighbourhood, and a 

blic meeting has been held to adopt measures of relief. An appeal of the 
Rev. Canon Miller, of Greenwich, to the public through the columns of the 
Times promptly brought in nearly £1000, which was distributed, without 
—— to creed, among starving operatives in Greenwich, Deptford, and 

otherhithe. 

The secretaries of the Deptford and Greenwich Unemployed Relief Fand 
report that they have already relieved 4869 families, representing 22,976 

ersons. They have also lent 200 blankets, and ordered one hundred more 

or the same purpose, One thousand quarts of soup are supplied daily to 
ogee who receive tickets from members of the committee. The amount 
of relief afforded up to the present time is as follows :—In Deptford, 
£996 158, 84. and 136 tons 11 cwt. of coal; in Greenwich, Woolwich, Plam- 
stead, and Charlton, £387 2s. 7d. and 51 tons 6 owt. of coal. 

There have been bread riots at Deptford. A number of the unemployed 
labourers had applied for parich relief on Wednesday evening, and were 
refused. Consequently, they proceeded in large bodies to parade the streets 
in a threatening manner, causing euch apprehension in the minds of the 
tradesmen that there was a general closing of shops. A large body of the men 
passing along High-street made a forcible entry into the shop of Mr. Mager, 
a baker, breaking the windows and emptying the shop of all its contents. 
The next victim of the rioters was Mr. Sammond, in the same street, who, 
in order to protect his premises from injury, handed out his entire stock of 
bread to the mob, Thence they made their way to the shop of Mr. Cracknell, 
in the Proadway, aleo a baker. where the windows were broken and the place 
completely plundered. Several butchers and linendrapers were also served in 
a similar manner. After these riotous proceedings had been going on for some 
time without let or hindrance, a strong body of mounted police came to the 
aid of the terrified inhabitants, and in a brief period dispersed the mob. 
Under apprehension of a renewal of the like disorders, the tradesmen on 
Thureday kept their places of business closed. At an early hour, however, 
large numbers of men made their appearance in the etrects ; and although 
the presence of the police had the effect of venting any serious mischief 
in the main thoroughfares, yet the smaller shops of the by-streets were ip 
many instances entered, and whatever could be conveniently laid hold of was 
carried away. Only one of the rioters has been as yet taken into custody. 
He bas been sentenced to three weeks’ imprisonment.

EXHIBITION OF THE SOCIETY OF FEMALE ARTISTS, 


WE should not really befriend the objects of this society, or rightly 
vindicate “woman's cause,” if we attempted to represent the ex- 
hibition which has just opened in the spacious and well-lighted 
rooms of the Architectural Association, in Conduit-street, as fairly 
representative of the capabilities of our female artists. We are 
happy to eay that there is a slight improvement in this year’s display ; 
but still the staple of the collection manifestly consists of merely 
amateur work; and still many of our best-known female painters 
abstain from contributing—an abstinence which, we must be per- 
mitted to say, is neither politic in their own-interest nor considerate 
of the interest of their weaker sisters. When we have named a 
water-colour study of a head (4) by Mdme, Henrietta Browne, and 
a tinted drawing of a doe with two fawns (64) by Mdlle. Rosa 
Bonheur, both small and very slight, yet sufficiently indicative of 
thoroughly disciplined and accomplished power, we have in- 
stanced almost everything of first-rate quality in the Exhibition. 
Yet, in justice, it should be added that there is much of assured 
ability and more of promise to repay attentive examination. 

Among contributions which fairly reach the professional standard 
are several spirited studies in oil of Arab and Kabyle figures, by 
Mrs. Lee Bridell, in continuation of the series of Algerian iliustra- 
tions lately exhibited at the German Gallery, And by this lady’s 
collaborateur in Algeria, Mdme. Bodichon, there are or four 
landscape sketches, remarkable, as usual, for force and facility. 
One, in particular, “ A Negro’s Sacrifice at St. Eugene, Algiers ” (7)— 
a desolate point of land, beaten by surf and overhung by storm- 
clouds—struck us as highly impressive and suggestive. A view 
of the lovely Bay of Algiers (92), with Lady Dunbar’s name 
attached, but acknowledged to proceed from Mdme. Bodichon’s 
studio, also deserves notice, Among the few oil paintings 
there is nothing so bold and original in conception as Miss Jekyll’s 
picture of “Jehu” (235), standing up in his chariot, riding “ furi- 
ously” (the horses seen wholly foreshortened), looking grim as 
destiny, his bow and arrows in readiness, as he may have appeared 
before the affrighted Joram. Apart from some obvious technical 
shortcoming, this is, to our mind, a very noteworthy work. 
There is thos in Miss Kate Swift’s picture of “ The 
Orphans” (215)—a French fisher boy and girl clinging tearfully 
together near their nts’ grave. Miss E. Brownlow’s dra- 
matically - realised “Conscript’s Departure (Brittany)” (212), is, 
unhappily, injured by deficiency in drawing and a too heavy scheme 
of colour. The praise of humour must be awarded to Miss Helen 
Coode’s “Gipsy Fortune-Teller” (183), and “On Guard” (283), a 
cross-bow man, whose fidelity to his post is sorely tried by a 
laughing head obtrnded from the arras, Al! Miss Adelaide Burgess’s 
figure-subjects—notably “The Knitting Lesson ” (81), “ Boulogne 
Fruit-Girl” (124), and “ A Portrait ” (130)—are charming in feeling 
and pleasant in execution. We have also to commend a 
head of “A Reformer,” by Miss Eliza Martin ; “ Reconciliation” 
{150), a pastel drawing by Mdme. Noa; “ Divided” (161), by Miss 

acandrew ; anda “ Pifferaro,” by Miss H. A. Seymour. The Misses 
Claxton alternate between pathos and humour. In “The Vigil” 
(97), by Miss Adelaide Claxton, we sec a female form prostrate on a 
pare under a star-sprinkled sky, whilst the spirit of a departed 

usband or lover, stoopin pityingly towards her, points upwards to 
heaven ; and the ghosts of all the other buried ones in the graveyard 
hover around. It is a psychological curiosity that the same painter 
should produce the drawing of “ The Courtship of Sir Charles 
Grandison ” (259), wherein, by the oddity of the costumes and the 
polite distance at which the lovers are separated on the quaint old 
sofa, Miss Claxton, with a wickedness of which only women are 
capable, insidiously overturns every vestige of our respect for our 
great-grandmothers’ favourite hero. We must observe, however, 
that the short-waisted female dress and the high-shouldered blue 
swallow-tailed coat of the gentleman naete to the period of the 
Empire, not to the bewigged age of Sir Charles, “ Moved On,” by 
Miss Florence Caxton, shows a poor urchin lying asleep or dead 
against iron railings. 

Among pictures and drawings in the department of landscape, 
&c., not yet reviewed we must give a foremost place to Miss Louise 
Rayner’s architectural subjects, whether of interiors or exteriors : see 
as examples of both “ Arlington Charch, Sussex ” (91), and “ The Iron 
Gate, Derby ” (180). This artist's textural imitation, though slightly 
artificial, is unusually skilful. But we saw no architectural studies 
in the room more thoroughly artistic in feeling than Miss Clara 
Montalba’s “ Exterior of St. Leonard's, Honfleur” (47), and her 
“ Interior of St. Catherine's” (264), in the same town; nor are they 
much inferior in execution. ‘he latter, in particular, is notably 
broad and dignified in style. Several landscape-views on the Thames 
and elsewhere, by Miss 8. Warren, are distinguished by well-prac- 
tised ability, though slightly mannered. Mrs. Marrable’s numerous 
and varied contributions evirce a marked advance: the “ Hunter's 
Bridge, Egton Wood, Yorkshire” (21), and other drawings, have 
agreeable freshness of feeling. There are indications of imaginative 
sentiment in the moonlight vie w of “Sprinkle Tarn, Cumberland” 
(33), by Mrs. F. Kempson.

Professor Tyndall gave the first of a course of twelve 
lectures on Vibratory Motion, with special reference to Sound, on Tuesday, 
at the Royal Institution. After commenting on the office of the nerve;, and 
of the auditory nerve in particular, in communicating, by vibrations, sensa- 
tions to the brain, the seat of consciousness, he stated that the velocity with 
which the nerve transmitted sound was not very great, being only 93 ft. in a 
second, as determined by Helmholtz. After producing an expleden, and ex- 
hibiting the consequences of the vibrations, such as the bursting of a 
stretched membrane, he proceeded to consider the state of the air, composed 
of atoms of oxygen and nitrogen, and referred to their elasticity in trans- 
mitting sounds. By means of an air-pump, containing a bell, the professor 
then showed that sound is not propagated in a vacuum, and that its inten- 
sity is diminished in proportion as the air is more rarefied. After illustrating 
this by adding hydrogen gas tothe air the receiver, and exhausting it, he 
afforded his auditors an opportunity of aearing the peculiar modification of 
the voice produced by inhaling hydrogen instead of ordinary air. This waa 
followed by cursory description of the human auditory apparatus, and an 
account of Dr. Wollaston’s remarkable experiments relating to the Busta- 
chian tube and deafness, borne ont by the professor's own experience. In 
regard to the ation of sound, he stated that as the sound-vibration 
travels. it becomes feebler, and its intensity, like that of light and heat, 
diminishes as the square of the distance increases. The propagation of 
sound was duly illustrated ; a faint whisper was audible when communicated 
through a tube of considerable length, and the voice of an attendant and the 
sound of a bugle were transmitted through a tube to the theatre frem the 
area below. The lecture was concluded with examples of the reflection of 
sound, echoes being produced thereby. 








THE INSURRECTION IN CRETE, 


THE insurrection of the Greek Christian population of the islani of 
Crete against the Turkish Government, to which we referred last 
week, seems y Am means yet subdued, It is even asserted that the 
Cretans have defeated the Turks in a battle near Heraclium, and 
that they have prevented the landing of Turkish troops at Sphakia 
and Selino. On the other hand, Mustapha Pacha, the kish 
General, is said to be preparing an attack on Sphakia, with very 
superior forces, both on the land and sea side. The Turkish Govern- 
ment, in a circular addressed to all its Ministers at foreign Courts, 
speaks of the “ pacification " of Crete as a fact already accomplished, 
and declares that the resistance of the insurgents is confi to the 
two points of Selino and Kissamos. The correspondence from 
Athens tells a different story. Meantime, the Turkish Government 
accuses the Greek Government of complicity with the insurgents.

LIVINGSTONE’S TRAVELS. fension, ihe Mi Midian are Nein wasters tore ol foun | We VALLANCE, Shefiald cnginee “gh ~ ey NEW BOOKS, 
At the meeting of the Bombay Geographical von, te-Eastern, BROWE, 


Society, held on Dec. 20, the secretary read the 
following extract of a letter from Dr. Livingstone, 
dated Ngomano, on the Rovuma River, May 16, 
1866, and which had been supplied by the Bombay 
Government :— 


We have just arrived at Ndoude’s place, which is called 
Ngomano, confluence of the Loenne and Rovuma, or 
Louma, as the natives call it. Dudonde, alias Ndoude, 
Matumura is the head of the Makonde tribe ; but he has 
little real authority, and has just now suffered by an in- 
vasion of Mazitu or Tulus, who have cleared the country 
of food like a swarm of locusts. Ndoude took refuge 
on an island while the Mazitu feasted on his corn; and 
now that we have arrived at head-quarters there is such 
a ecarcity of provisions that we shall be obliged to go 
further inland as soon as possible. 

We could not land at Rovuma, but went to a fine har- 
bour called Kindany, about twenty-five miles north of it. 
We took the trade ronte, which is about 8.8S.W., to 
Rovuma, and found the country covered with such dense 
jungle that we had to cut a way for the camels and 
buffaloes. Fortunately, the Makonde were well accus- 
tomed to cutting it, and for a reasonable pay whit- 
tled through it with their tomahawks in a most adroit 
way. We rarely saw the country, but, when by chance a 
glimpee was got, it appeared covered with dark nm 
masees of foliage. It is the highlands that flank the 
Rovuma on both sides, and there are “ wadys ” in which 
one is completely lost in gigantic grasses. When we 
got about one hundred miles up, the forest became 
more open, and we could move onwards without the use 
of the axe. The people were all friendly, but they are 
divided into a great many little communities, each of 
which is nearly independent of the others. They clear 
considerable space for cultivation, and collect gum, copal, 
and resamum seed for Arab traders. 

The camels and buffaloes were a great attraction. 
There animals got bitten with tsetse the day after we 
left the sea coast, and several times afterwards. I had 
but three buffaloes and a calf; one of the buffaloes died, 
but whether from the bite of the fly, or from being 
overworked, I cannot say. Three camels died also, but 
the symptoms were so different from what I have before 
observed in horses and oxen that I am puzzled. Where 
gadflies and others of their kind bite them no blood of 
the arterial colour flows from the spot. If the three 
buffaloes which are still alive continue to live, it will be 
in spite of having been teetse-bitten eight times, and that 
severely. The mules and donkeys do not suffer. 

I am of opinion that Mombas would be a good place for 
an Eaglish settlement. The scarcity of provisions is a 
barrier in our way here, but in a year that will be different. 
The chief is anxious for trade, and that ways should be 
open from Tbo Kinduner and Kilwa to him. It is a meet- 
ing-place of roads as well as a confinence of waters, but 
I have not talked to him yet. I like Matumura or 
Ndonde much better the more I see of him. I shall make 
this head-quarters for a while at least, and feel my way 
round Nyassa hence. Matumura is a sensible man, and 
often appealed to from his force of character, and has 
suffered severely from other tribes making slave raids 
upon him. He occupies a strong position, and has a 
great many people who have fied to him for protection. 
I have yet to try how he will like the plan of a free set- 


tlement. We send off to-morrow twenty mules for food 
for my men, I have made a forced march forward for 
this object.

UnberR recent climatic influences, a “ bath of liberty "—which is, 
of course, a warm bath, or perhaps a vapour bath—may be taken 
without any of the hesitation which applies to material plunges ; 
and so Mr. White, M.P. for Brighton, may be congratulated on 
having enjoyed his periodical sudation amongst his constituents. 
Although often displaying considerable individual moral courage in 
his place in Parliament, Mr. White's defect seems to be modesty— 
or, rather, that which is expressed by the phrase mauraise honte— 
aud thus he often presents, in a degree, that spectacle for the gods, 
a good man (in the sense of an earnest politician) struggling with 
difficulties. He generally has something to say, but, in his manner, 
and even in his speech, he appears to be always apologising for say- 
ing it: suggesting a boy—of the last generation, of course—in his 
fist public essay to identify himself with the young hero of the 
Grampian hills. But at Brighton, so to speak, in his native 
waters, he has no such hesitancy ; and his recent address shows that 
he can at any rate compose a very excellent speech, and, as he has 
no fear of being replied to, he delivers himself with the boldness which 
ought always to be akin to his physicaldevelopments. As Brighton 
has long been in training for Radicalism, the sentiments of its 
members are quite in keeping with the audiences which ig 
For ourselves, we prefer the round, burly talk of Mr. White, in 
which he rolls out his sturdy, very advanced opinions, to the semi- 
sentimentalism of Mr. Fawcett. Of the two, the latter utters what 
Tories would call the more dangerous doctrines; while the 
toue, now that many people have had the tale of “ Barnaby 
Rudge ” recalled to their recollections, is somehow suggestive of the 
remy ys of the secretary whom the author of that work has 
given to Lord George Gordon, One thing everybody must be glad 
to have learnt from Mr. Fawcett’s late s at Brighton, and that 

that his personal experience of the House of Commons has been 
so satisfactory, and has contributed so considerably to the happi- 
ness which all men must feel in their belief that their spheres of 
usefulness have been extended. 

When Mr, Neate was brought up the other day before a select 
body of his constituents, possibly he may have remembered in 
his undergraduate days certain occasions when he was ordered to 
appear before the Principal of his colle; At this time of his life 
no doubt he, like most of us, looks b with a sort of grim satis- 
faction to penances done for the illoes of you and therefore 
we shall not apologise for imputing some to him. e assume that 
the Oxford Reform League took the initiative in giving Mr. Neate 
a. opportunity for explaining some of those “dangerous” doctrines 
that he propounded before the Druids a little while ago; but the 
tact is, that he has undergone that ordeal, and, on the whole, come 
well out of it. In the first place, he declined to apologise, but pro- 
mised to explain; and, instead of explaining away, he mana 
somehow to reiterate his obnoxious opinions as to the right of 
public meeting, or rather of public demonstrations, in London, 
conceding only so much that if there wereto be mobs, the said 
mobs might as well, or better, be in Hyde Park as anywhere else. 
On the whole, Mr. Neate got laughter and applause, and a vote of 

mfidence from the Leaguers, while unsaying actually nothing that 
he had said; and the result of his examination is suggestive of the 
story which tells that a gentleman, having severely horsewhipped 
someone, on an apology being demanded, replied, “ that he regretted 
that he had been under the necessity of beating Mr. Jones;” and 
this was accepted in full accord and satisfaction. 

In s manner, Mr. Charles Buxton is a ubiquitous political in- 

uctor. We hear of him now in Surrey, now in Essex, anon in 
London, and, last of all, we find him in Norfolk, pronouncing on 
public affairs at Cromer. It is doubtless because of the earnest- 
ueas, unaccompanied by passion, and the practical though liberal 
manner in which he deals with political questions, that he seems to 
be accepted by so many audiences. Possibly sensational politicians 
would not have their sympathies much aroused by the review of the 
affairs of the past year to which we are now alluding; but quiet 
people at Cromer could, and, no doubt, did, find as much as they 
desired en which to rwminate during their winter watering-place 
waiks from Mr. Buxton’s dissertations; and possibly some of them 
felt better from the effect of a moderate political tonic administered 
by one who is in the strict sense a real member of Parliament.

ECHOES OF THE WEEK, 


Mr. Peter BayYLe who, having tried both systems of religion, was 
eminently qualified to pronounce on either, has, in his most learned and 
amusing “ Oritical and Historical Dictionary,” debated the question 
whether an ecclesiastic may rightly divert the funds of his cure or 
his bishopric, which, as we know, are primarily intended for the 
purposes of religion, to the more secular purposes of State, There is 
more in the ee, indeed, there is in many of those which 
Bayle so slyly insinuates—than appears at first sight. However, 
the Right Rev. the Bishop of Nevers has, during last week, solved it 
in his bg by paying for the clothing and sustenance of nine soldiers 
of the Papal army, holy and episcopal bayonets, nine military 
beatitudes, and just two more than the Seven Dolours to the devout 

mans who think on the other side. Many French clerics of the 
parti prétre will follow the example of Nevers. 

The Westminster Gazette rejoices that there is evidently a split 
amongst the Ritualists, who are thus ‘‘ following out the inevitable 
destiny of Protestantism—division,” and quotes, from the Guardian, 
Mr. Stuart’s letter, in which, it says, we have “ the edifying spec- 
tacle of one Ritualist calling his brother Ritualists lunatics.”

“ Thin v, Thick Sowing ” is the cause in which Mr. Mechi appears as 
counsel for the plaintiff once more, In a letter to his brother-farmers, 
he thus speaks, inter alia :—“ 1 never heard one of my own labourers say 
that I farmed too high for wheat. Well, then, I assert confidently that 
one main cause of small-grown crops is thick sowing, and that, how- 
ever rich your soil, you can rarely obtain a great crop with the usual 
quantities of seed sown. There are several awkward attempts at 
correcting this evil—first, by sowing late; and, secondly, by 
‘flagging’ the wheat at certain — of its growth. A money- 
mating high farmer (an old friend of mine) who grows 400 acres of 
wheat annually, employs a whole gang of men in flagging all his 
wheat, and often all his oats and barley. is is done, when 
the broad or flag leaf is well grown, in June, care being taken to 
avoid omnes into the sheath that contains the ear. He knows quite 
well that unless this were done the crop would be prematurely laid 
and greatly injured. By this flagging the stem is relieved of weight, 
and stands more erect, the air and light are thus admitted to the 
lower portion of the stem, the overhanging canopy of flags no longer 
shuts in the damp, and no longer prevents evaporation or causes 
mildew. . It must not be supposed that I recommend a general 
seeding or sowing of one peck an acre of wheat; but the success 


during three of such a quantity proves that a great reduction 
in the abs quantities usually sown may safely take place. A 


an acre on my heavy land is more than is required, and leaves 
an ample margin for slug or other damage, The peck an acre has, 
however, in my case, surpassed the bushel in yield of corn and straw 
two years out of three.”

Here is some poor wayfaring lass, some wanderer from a 
far-off land—for she seems to us to be foreign, both in dress and 
features—some gipsy, perhaps; or, more likely, a Savoyard girl, who 
possibly has been decoyed from home, like so many of her com- 
patriots, by promises of being conveyed by the villainous padrone to 
a city paved with gold. She has been trudging her weary rounds, 
and has been overtaken by the snow. Coming to this humble 
cottage, she finds a pleasant-looking, elderly dame, engaged, like 
another Mrs. Partington though contending against a 
different encroachment), sweeping a pathway to her hospitable 
threshold, and setting the villagers an example of energy of a kind 
that we look for in vain from the bumbledom of most of our metro- 
politan parishes. And although, mark you, the worthy old lady 
won't be diverted from her task, the “casual” applicant for shelter 
is not kept shivering in the cold, but finds immediate admission. To 
the fire, where sings the kettle, that of course will presently be 
brought into requisition for the decoction of the entertainer’s 
favourite beverage, the stranger draws close, warming her bare and 
benumbed hands. Already the girl's pretty face wears a look of 
content; and she turns amused even at the inquisitiveness of 
the dog sniffing at the guinea-pig hutch slung at her back, 
and at the bars of which peeps out the tiny companion 
of her wanderings and her only means of pleasing children 
by the way, and through them drawing pence from compas- 
sionate parents. Evidently, however, the handsome Pomeranian 
is of a hospitable, benevolent disposition, like his mistress, and only 
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wishes, while welcoming both 
strangers, to gratify a little par- 
donable curiosity respecting that 
one in whom, not unnaturally, he 
feels the more interest 

Is it out of place here and at 
such a season as this to ask, Are 
we all doing something towards 
befriending, warming, and shelter- 
ing the indigent “stranger”? to- 
wards providing for the fatherless 
and the widow, and succouring 
the unemployed and _iiterally 
starving thousands? Will Dives 
even now leave the poor to hel 
the poor? Is there not the wor 
of the Good Samaritan for all? 
May not those who withhold relief 
at such a moment as this be 
charged by-and-by with blood- 
guiltiness? How long shall we 
continue to disgrace our boasted 
civilisation by turning the stranger 
empty away from our doors, or, 
what is the same thing, from our 
infamous workhouses ? 





“ WINTER.” 

WINTER ! What a world of mean- 
ing is there not in the word as we 
write it! With the thermometer 
ranging from freezing-point down 
to about zero, and the snow lying 
on the ground week after week, 
with tens of thousands disporting 
on the ice, and, alas! scores of 
lives lost under its treacherous 
surface; with snowed-up trains, 
sleighs replacing carriages, or all 
intercourse cut off; with the 
Thames at ebb-tide almost blocked up with ice, and people talking 
of “floes” and other Arctic phenomena; with a wide-spread wail of 
distress, forming, asit were, a dreadful undertone to the howling of 
a bitter north-easter, that, notwithstanding all Mr. Kingsley can say 
to the contrary, is “neither good for man nor beast,” and 
not more favourable to muscular Christianity than to the 
death-rate; with all this, and much more, it requires but 
a 7 small stretch of the imagination either to realise 
the “frosty Caucasus” of the poet, or to sympathise with the 
painter’s representation, which we have reproduced in almost fae- 
simile black and white. Mr. Beavis happens to have done very 
appropriately in sending his clever winter-piece to one of the many 
winter exhibitions, which, presuming, we suppose, on the mildness 
of recent seasons, suddenly started into life in November. We 
should fancy, however, that some of these offshots of our summer 
shows will scarcely survive the little attention they can have 
received during this rigorous time. The study for this picture was, 
we understand, made in Brittany, in the neighbourhood of St. Malo, 
where the gear of horses for labouring purposes is as singular and 
picturesque as the costume of the inhabitants. The rude pack- 
saddle or pannier-gear is common in that part of France, and is 
used for other purposes besides that of carrying logs of wood for 
the winter fire, as indicated in the picture. It is, however, not 
altogether peculiar to Brittany, for a similar kind of gear is in use 
on the coast of Normandy by the fishermen, for the purpose of 
conveying their heavy nets from the large luggers on to shore, 
to be spread out, dried, and mended. The old packman probably 
thinks it is better to walk than to ride “when,” quoting the 
line added with quiet humour in the catalogue, “ blood is nipp'd 
and ways be foul,” and when his poor horse seems already nearly 
beaten. The painter has, we think, happily indicated in the muffled 
face and attitude of the old fellow that expression of grave, 
pinched anxiety; of being entirely preoccupied and absorbed with 
his own private sensations and reflections, which even townsfolk 
betray as they press forward along the slippery streets, fearing 
detection but not daring to look back. 
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CURRENT LITERATURE, 


The Folk Lore of the Northern Counties of England and the Borders. 
By William Henderson. With an Appendix on Household Stories 
by S. Baring-Gould, M.A. (Longmans.) Several cooks have had a 
hand in this witches’ broth, and have rather improved than spoiled 
it. It has been seasoned by man-cook and woman-cook; but there 
was no excess of numbers. Too many cooks may spoil the broth ; 
but there may be cases where it would be difficult to have too many. 
The present is such a case : the cooks are many, but not too many, 
and of them some are great proficients in their art. Mr. Baring- 
Gould, for instance, whose mode of serving up “ were-wolves” has 
lately been tested and very generally approved of, is a chef of con- 
siderable reputation ; and his peculiar flavours have been made use 
of in Mr, Henderson's composition. The ingredients of the broth 
are manifold, including “spells and divinations,” “portents and 
auguries,” “charms and spells,” “witchcraft,” “local sprites,” 
“worms or dragons,” “occult powers and sympathies,” “haunted 
spots,” and “dreams.” It were a pity, perhaps, as Mr, 

enderson clearly thinks it would be, that we of the nine- 
teenth century should cling to our own particular follies 
and superstitions, and altogether forget those of our fore- 
fathers. Whoever thinks so should be teful to Mr. Henderson ; 
for he has, with infinite pains, collected together a heap 
of sayings and doings, creeds, traditions, and superstitious 
observances, sufficient to satisfy all but the most inordinate appe- 
tites. Mr. Henderson's own “ researches were chiefly made in the 
district between the Tweed and the Humber ;” but, with the assist- 
ance of others, he has been enabled to make vast additions to the 
stock of information he acquired by personal investigation. High 
and low, gentle and simple, squire and peasant, held once their 
strange beliefs in the efficacy of certain ceremonies, of which Mr. 
Henderson has laboured to preserve the remembrance. It was pro- 
bably only the most benighted old woman who ever believed that 
the proper medical treatment for a child with the whooping-cough 
was to pass the little patient nine times over and under the back 
and stomach of a piebald pony ; but there were, no doubt, in former 
times dupes of station and ordinary knowledge who were inclined to 
attribute singular powers to the “ hand of glory.” Dousterswivel, in 
“The Antiquary,” says, “It is a hand cut off from a dead man 
as has been hanged for murder, and dried very nice in de 
shmoke of juniper-wood ; and if you put a little of what you call 
yew wid your juniper it will not be any better—dat is, it will not be 
no worse; den you do take someting of de fatsh of de bear, and of 
de badger, and of de great eber (as you do call de grand boar), and 
of de little sucking child as has not been christened (for dat is very 
essentials) ; and you do make a candle and put into de Hand of Glory 
at de proper hour and minute, wid de proper ceremonish ;,and he 
who seeksh for treasuresh shall never find none at all.” Douster- 
swivel’s account of the help afforded to the treasure-seeker by the 
“hand of glory” was, no doubt, unintentionally correct ; but the 
same ghastly assistant was used for other pages recorded by Mr. 
Henderson, to whose pages are referred all whom it may concern to 
learn for the first time, or to be reminded, what curious rites pre- 
vailed, and still in some localities prevail, amongst the ignoraut and 
superstitious, from the maiden who would cee the face of her fature 
husband to the parson who laid a ghost in a beer-barrel. 

A Smalier Dictionary of the Bible: for the Use of Schools and 
Young Persons. By William Smith, LL.D. (John Murray.) This 
is one of those little volumes, with black covers and red edges, which 
are marvels of usefulness, compactness, neatness, and cheapness. 
Ia them the labours of the ablest scholars are adapted to the 
capacity and requirements of the tyro; bewildering diffuseness and 
parade of learning are avoided, and the results of criticism and 
research are given with clearness and conciseness, Hence, as 
volume succeeds volume, each is p!aced amongst the indispensables 
upon the shelf of younger students, second-rate teachers, an 
general readers—the greater works, upon which these small volumes 
are based, being for the most se confined to elder students, first- 
rate teachers, and a peculiar class of readers. The present volume, 
with its maps and numerous illustrations, is a welcome addition to 
its predecessors. 

he Battle-fields of 1866. By Edward Dicey. (Tinsley.) The 
title of this book is ad captandum, as, indeed, most titles are; but 
some books have more, some less, connection between title and 
contents. Mr. Dicey, as special correspondent of the Daily Tele- 
graph, wrote, during the late struggle between Austria and Prussia, 
many lettets in which he treats of German matters and German 
laces, but does not say much about “the battle-fields.” However, 
e does say something about them, and that is enough for an author 
in search of a title. It seems proper to say thus much, lest readers 
should imagine they will find in Mr. Dicey’s book descriptions from 
personal observation of the dispositions of opposing armies; criti- 
cisms upon tactics; sketches from a strategic point of view of 
ground and position; and scenes which follow the shock of onset. 
They will encounter what they will probably like far better, and 
they will be candidly informed by Mr. Dicey on his first page that he 
“ always, north as well as south of the Alps—been just too late 
He thinks, and we are inclined to agree with him, 
that if he “had been present at the series of great victories by which 
Prussia has overthrown the military power of Austria” he would 
“probably have known very little more about them than” he does 
now. Those who read the Telegraph know and those who do not are 
hereby informed that Mr. Dicey writes in very pleasant fashion ; and 
it should be mentioned that to *his letters as special correspondent 
are added two articles from Macmi/lan’s Magazine. 

Great Harefield, (Edmonston and Douglas.) A story in one volume, 
with roomy pages, open print, and two tolerable illustrations, is so 
far meritorious. But “Great Harefield” is to a still further extent 
meritorious. It never becomes exciting, it exhibits no subtlety of 
plot, it lacks the delicate touches of the perfect artist ; but it bears 
a certain stamp of originality. Incidents are introduced with a bold- 
ness and a bluntness of language which may seem to border on 
coarseness ; characters, however, are hit off in a manner which does 
credit to the author's tive powers and executive skill. The 
little episode in which the Hungarian Countess is introduced is 
charming, and a little more care and refinement might have made 
the same ep to many scenes in the . James, the 
trainer, and Nelly are capitally drawn; but Frank Beverley, con- 
ceived with much truth and originality, does not come to the con- 
sum matien that was to be hoped for. And space is not at command 
for farther remarks, else much might be said about Laura and 
Anne; proper acknowledgments might be made of the manliness 
displayed by honest, vulgar old Dilling; of the noble nature which 
occasionally peeped out from Sir Piers, and of the inward beauty 
of Julia which her outward ugliness could not wholly conceal ; and 
a few words might be said in praise of Mr. Price and Mrs, Lorton.

Lieutenant Brand, of Jamaica celebrity, whose extraordinary 
letters to Mr. Buxton, M.P., were published some time ago, has been relieved 
of hiscommand. The decision of the Board of Admiralty, it appears, de- 
pended only upon the genuineness of the letters, which has been ascertained. 


The first instalment of 5000 of the converted Snider 
breech-loading rifles, for naval service, has arrived at the armoury, 
Chatham, from the Royal Small-Arms Factory, for issue to the ships in 
commission. About 20,000 stand of the Enfield rifles for land service are 
being converted into breech-loaders on the Snider principle, the first supply 
of which will shortly be shipped for issue to the troops at Chatham. 


Reinforcements left Liverpool for Bermuda on Saturday. 
The troops consisted of a detachment of thirty-one non-commissioned officers 
and sappers of the Royal Engineers, under the command of Lieut. H. W. R. 
Coetlogan, of the first battalion of the Ist Regiment. The troops left Liver- 
pool in the Cunard mail-steamer Africa, which is to land them at Halifax, 
whence they will proceed to Bermuda for service on that station. 

Vice-Admiral the Hon. Sir Henry Keppel, K.C.B., was, 
y jay week, appointed Commander in Chief in China, vice Vice-Admiral 
G. H. V. King, whose period of service has expired. Sir Henry Keppel, 
accompanied by his staff, proceeded, on Monday, to Sheerness, and at noon 
hoisted his flag, “‘ white at the fore,” on his appointment ; her Majesty's ship 
Cumberland saluting with fifteen guns. Captain Algernon Heneage, flag 

ptain, issi d her Majesty's ship Rodney, 80 guns, at the same time, 
as the gallant Admiral's flag-ship. 

A fourth report from the Council of Military Education has 
been issued from the Queen’s Printing-office, the returns thereof being bronght 
up to March, 1866. We find by this report that, out of a complement of 
regiments and corps amounting to 177,430 men, there are 21,700 who can 
neither read nor write; 28,600 who can read, but not write ; 116,000 who can 
do both, and nearly 11,000 who have received a superior education. The 
educational advance of our army is considered satisfactory, inasmuch as 
during the last six years the uneducated men have decreased by from 2 to 18 
per cent, the cavalry representing the least and the military train the 
greatest percentages of improvement. There are three classes of children’s 
schools, for which all soldiers’ children are eligible on payment of a small 
fee ; and 17,163 are so educated at various stations of British troops in the 
United Kingdom and colonies. A list of the garrison libraries is given in 
this report, from which it appears that they contain unitedly 203,700 volumes, 
being an increase of more than 7000 over the previous year. Aldershott, 
Malta, and Chatham appear most conspicuously in this list. The report con- 
cludes with an account of measures that have been lately adopted, at the 
suggestion of Sir William Hamilton, for giving some definite recreation to 
troops during long voyages. 


The annual meeting of the Royal Naval Benevolent Society 
was held on Monday at Willis’s Rooms—Admiral Sir Peter Richards in the 
chair. Mr. Riccalton, the secretary, read the report, which, after referring 
to the great benefits conferred by the society upon the distressed families of 
members, went on to regret the falling off in the annual subecrip- 
tions during the last six years, those for 1866 showing a decrease from those 
in 1861 of more than £200. This decrease mainly arose from the removal by 
death of old subscribers, whose places had not been filled up by newmembers. 
During the year a gift of £5000 had been received from the Duke of 
Northumberland, which had been invested as the Northumberland Fund. 
Vice-Admiral the Earl of Landerdale, on being appointed principal Naval 
Aide-de-Camp to the Queen, had appropriated £300 of the sal attached to 
that office to the funds of the charity.

He was born on the 2nd of July, 
1795, and just prior to his ninth year he, on May 1, 1804, succeeded to the f y 
honours as second Marquis on the death of his father. He was educated at 
Eton, and at St. John’s College, Cambridge, where he graduated M.A. in 1814, 
and LL.D. in 1835, and where had also studied his famous ancestor, William 
Cecil, Lord Burghley, Lord High Treasurer and Prime Minister to Queen 
Elizabeth. and Chancellor of Cambridge University. The Marquis of Exeter 
filled with credit various important State offices. He was Groom of the Stole 
to the Prince Consort from September, 1841, to January, 1846, and on accept- 
ing that appointment he was made a Privy Councillor. He, in February, 1852, 
in the Earl of Derby’s first Administration, became Lord Chamberlain of her 
Majesty’s Household; and from February, 1858, to June, 1859, he was 
Steward of the Royal Household. He was senior Knight of the Garter, having 
been invested in 1827. He had the hononr to receive two Royal visits at his seat 
at Burghley Hall, the magnificent mansion of the Cecils, in Northampton- 
shire. The former of these visits was that, in 1841, of Queen Adelaide, who 
stood sponsor for the Marquis’s youngest son, Lord Adelbert ; the other visit 
was that, in 1844, of her present Majesty and the Prince Consort, when the 
Prince stood sponsor for the Marquis’s youngest daughter, Lady Victoria. 
The Marquis of Exeter married, May 12, 1824, Isabella, daughter of William 
Stephex Poyntz, Esq., of Cowdray Park, Sussex, by whom, who survives 
him, he has had five sons, of whom three survive —namely, William 
Alleyne, Lord Burghley, his successor ; Lord Brownlow-Thomas-Montague 
Cecil, and Lord Adelbert-Percy Cecil ; and two daughters—Mary-Francis, 
married, Oct. 3, 1861, to Dudley, Viscount Sandon, eldest son of Dudley, 
second and present Eerl of Harrowby; and Victoria, the late Prince 
Consort's god-davghter, married, Dec. 15, 1866, to the Hon. William Charles 
Bvans-Freke, brother of George, seventh and present Lord Carbery. The 
Marquis is succeeded by his eldest son, William Alleyne, Lord Burghley, M.P. 
for the northern division of Northamptonshire, and Treasurer of the Queen's 
Household, now third Marquis of Exeter, who was born on April 30, 1825,

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES. 


The Rev. Charles Kingsley, Professor of Modern History at 
Cam! , gave his second lecture on the “ Ancien Régime, as it existed on 
the Con: before the French Revolution,” on Thursday last week. He 
commenced with a description of the extreme state of centralisation which 
existed in France, the principle of which was “to do everything for the 

le and nothing by them,” which was not God’s method: He made men 
and acquire self-help and wisdom by experience and suffering, reveal- 
ing “‘ His will by events.” Under the “ancien ” self-government was 
one. Nothing could be done in a village without reference to the Supreme 
or Controller-General ; and the intendants were ever meddling with 
astarving peasantry. The people, termed the “ masses,” the canaille, were 
a“ a ;” and when once a body of them presented the King a 
petition grievances, on May 2, 1775, two were hanged and the rest dis- 
. The bureaucracy was no government in the true sense of the word. 
ts members considered the people as things, not persons. If they had had 
e hundred hands of Briareus to protect and relieve, their rule might have 
been tolerable ; but they rather resembled the hydra with a hundred heads to 
devour. e intendants desired not merely to live on the people, but to 
realise fortunes and attain to the dignity of the noblesse. Amongst the com- 
mercial classes eagerness for place prevailed among all those who had ability 
or wealth. Petty posts were sold in great numbers, injuring the country by 
withdrawing capital from trade, and by freeing the holders from taxation 
and other national burdens. All the wealthier class deserted the country 
and flocked to the town, which contained a number of little commu- 
nities with petty distinctions. This was the political and social state of 
France and of almost all the Continent. With r to its moral cendition, 
Mr. Kingsley described “‘Gil Blas” as the typical novel of the “ ancien 
me.” It has solid value from its honesty and truth, but it ex- 
hibitee picture of dreary, stupid ignorance of human nature. The actors 
are rather ferrets than men, with a few rabbits, and it is an inhuman mirror 
of an inhuman age, full of chicanery, intrigue, and hypocrisy. It isa new 
book of Ecclesiastes with a new conclusion :—‘‘ Take care of thyself and feed 
on thy neighbour, for that is the whole duty of man,” and yet it is still ac- 
cepted as the Bible of tens of thousands. In the seventeenth century, how- 
ever, another race of men were springing up, hungering after truth and use- 
fulness, who planted the seed which sprang up into green herbage after the 
fire of the revolution had consumed all the rottenness. Its eruption suspended 
the reforms of the benevolent Joseph Il. of Germany, and of Ferdinand of 
Naples, while the efforts of Louis X V1. were of no avail, as aiming merely to 
cleanse the outside when the reformation of the heart was required. The god 
of the noblesse was their five renses, with vanity as asixth. There was need 
of retribution ; and men like Attila and Robespierre are the instruments of 
God. Amongst the bitterest enemies of the French noblesee the “ artiste” 
class, ministers to their luxuries and their vices, were conspicuous, perhaps, 
as knowing them better; and the fierce hatred of the middle class was 
probably due to the wrongs of women, of all wrongs the most potent and 
patent. The lecturer concluded with a description of the style of art termed 
the “ picturesque,” in which ruined castles and ragged peasantry were much 
represented, as that of the *‘ ancien régime.” The rise of the puerile, senti- 
mental, rural style he attributed to a favourable reaction—a craving after 
80) ° 


Professor Tyndall at the first evening meeting of the season, 
on Friday, he 18th inst., gave a lecture on sounding and sensitive flames. 
In beginning, the professor stated, that the sounding of a hydrogen flame 
within a glass tube had been noticed by Dr. Higgins, and the subject had 
been investigated by Chiadni, Faraday, Wheatstone, and other philosophers ; 
and the jumping of a naked fish-tail gas flame, when near flaring, in response 
to musical sounds, was first noticed by Lecomte. We can only refer to some 
of the more striking of the numerous experiments. Friction, it was said, is 
always rhythmic, and musical sounds are produced by it: even when « candle 
flame is passed rapidly through the air an almost musical tone is obtained. 
When a fluttering of the air was produced at the embouchure of an organ- 
pipe, the resonance of the pipe raised it to a musical sound. So, also, whena 
flame was introduced into tubes of various lengths, other rich notes were 
obtained, varying in pitch according to the length of the the tube; and by 
changing the size of the flame, the tubes were made to produce their harmonic 
sounds, By means of a mirror and the screen, the vibrations of these flames 
were shown to consist of a series of partial extinctions and revivals of the 
flame. It was also shown that as one tuning-fork may be excited by another, 
so one flame may be made to sound by another; as a silent flame may 
be made to sing 4 the human voice. In regard to the sensitiveness 
of flames, it was shown that the bright flames of a candle or of a fish-tail 

-burner is quite unaffected by a variety of loud noises, but when the flame 

reduced by a stream of air from a blow-pipe it then becomes very sensitive, 
jumping at the sound of a whistle, tapping on the table, &c. A broad, 
steady flame from a bat’s-wing burner was quite apathetic to sounds till the 

ressure of the gas was increased, when it became exceedingly sensitive, 
umping and dividing into tongues at the sound of a distant anvil, bell, &c. 
the sound of a whistle, also, a long‘tiame became short, forked, and bril- 
liant ; and a forked flame became long and smoky. The one was the com- 
plement of the other. Sensitive flames were shown to be affected by very 
slight noises, such as the creaking of boots, rustling of a dress, &c. ; and Dr, 
Tyndall, by repeating some lines of Spenser, showed that a flame, by jumping 
at intervals, picked out certain sounds and was unaffected by others. These 
flames have differently at the utterance of the various vowel sounds, 
and are especially sensitive to the letterS. The rapidity with which sound 


lecture was concluded by the exhibition of a gas flame dancing to the playing 
of a musical-box.

The Rev. Charles Kingsley gave his concluding lecture on 
the “ Ancien Régime” on Saturday last. He began with remarks on the 
apparent uniform condition of society at the time, adding that it was only on 
the surface, and that great originality appeared in the leaders of the move- 
ments in 1789 and 1793. The Freach Revolution proved that men was not 
wholly the creature of circumstances, but bad power to conquer them. The 

hilosophes and encyclopédistes claimed to have derived their inspiration from 
tke and his materialistic school, but their actions disproved it. With ali 
their faults, when judged fairly, putting ourselves in their position, we find 
that, although often self-seeking, hypocritical, and vicious, they were not 
mere destroyers ; they sowed good seed ; and reverenced amd contended for 
justice and humanity. They hus not only gained the hearts of the bour- 
. but even Sovereigns —such as Frederick the Great and 

of Russia—were influenced by Voltaire and his fellows. Although
